Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management 

For  the  year  ending  December  31st ,  1940 , 
was  read  and  adopted  as  follows  : — 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We,  the  Committee  of  Management,  beg  to  present  to 
the  Subscribers  and  Donors  of  this  Hospital  our  68th  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1940. 

There  were  7  patients  in  Hospital  on  January  1st. 
During  the  year  531  cases  were  admitted,  making  a  total  of 
538,  an  increase  of  26  on  the  previous  year  and  the  highest 
number  yet  recorded.  These  cases  were  made  up  as  follows  : 
Accidents  123,  Medical  100,  Surgical  158,  X-Rav  only  150  ; 
the  results  being:  cured  335,  relieved  32,  died  11,  and  10 
remained  in  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  total  number  of 
X-Ray  films  taken  was  335. 

Patients  have  been  in  Hospital  3495  days,  a  decrease  of 
203  days.  The  average  number  of  beds  in  daily  occupation 
was  approximately  10.  Private  cases  numbered  27,  the  total 
number  of  days  for  these  cases  being  396. 

We  desire  to  express  our  cordial  appreciation  of  the 
services  rendered  by  Messrs  W.  J.  Bray  (Chairman),  W.  L. 
Cameron  (Hon.  Treasurer),  W.  J,  Teague  (Hon.  Secretary), 
and  the  Scheme  Committee  for  their  continued  efforts. 

It  was  found  impossible  to  organise  the  usual  Football 
Cup  Competitions  but  we  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Arthur  Jones 
and  the  Committee  of  the  Ledbury  Minor  League  for  their 
efforts  with  the  Junior  Clubs  which  resulted  in  the  sum  of

Thanks  are  due  to  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  the 
Appeal  sent  out  in  November.  In  spite  of  the  many  war 
funds  before  the  public,  which  delayed  the  issue  of  the  Appeal 
for  some  time,  a  sum  of  £100  has  been  received  during  the 
last  two  months  of  the  )ear.  We  sincerely  hope  that  1941 
will  see  the  financial  position  of  the  Institution  greatly  im¬ 
proved.  In  connection  with  this  Appeal  we  wish  to  thank  Mr. 
W.  J.  Bray,  Mr.  P.  D.  Chapman,  The  “Ledbury  Reporter”  and 
Mr  H.  j.  Chapman  for  acting  as  collectors  for  a  “Shilling” 
Fund  to  which,  we  trust,  contributions  will  still  be  made. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  more  subscribers  signing  Deeds 
of  Covenants  ensuring  their  subscriptions  for  seven  years. 
We  invite  all  subscribers  of  £1  or  more  to  adopt  this  policy 
thereby  increasing  the  value  of  their  contributions  without 
cost  to  themselves  if  liable  to  the  full  rate  of  Income  Tax. 
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To  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  and  other  Honorary  Officers 
we  extend  our  grateful  thanks. 

The  Staff  conditions  continue  to  give  every  satisfaction 
at  the  Hospital  where  Miss  Williams  and  her  colleagues  have 
worked  arduously  for  the  welfare  of  an  increased  number  of 
patients.  Numerous  letters  from  ex-patients  and  their  friends 
provide  evidence  of  the  good  work  carried  out  at  the 
institution.

I. — The  Ledbury  Cottage  Hospital  shall  be  for  tl  e  reception  of 
persons  suffering  from  accidents  and  diseases  requiring  sicti\  e  medical 
or  surgical  treatment,  from  Ledbury  and  the  neighbouring  parishes. 
Consumptive  and  Infectious  Diseases  shall  not  be  admissible,  nor 
Chronic  cases,  unless  specially  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officers. 


II.—  A  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  and  Donors  to  the  funds 
of  the  Hospital  for  the  past  year  shall  be  held  annually,  in  the  month  of 
February,  for  the  appointing  of  Governors  and  Officers  for  ti  e  ensuing 
year  and  for  other  general  purposes  connected  with  the  Hospital. 


III.  — The  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  not  less  than 
three  and  not  more  than  four  Trustees,  as  the  Subscribers  and  Donors 
shall  decide  at  the  General  Meeting. 

IV.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  managed  by  a  President  and  Governors 
elected  from  among  the  Subscribers  of  not  less  than  5s.  and  Annual 
Donors  of  not  less  than  20s.,  who  shall  be  appointed  at  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  and  shall  have  and  be  responsible  for  the  Management 
of  the  Hospital  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Governors  shall  appoint  a 
Treasurer  and  Honorary  Secretary,  who,  with  the  President  and  the 
Trustees,  shah  be  ex-officio  Governors.  The  President  and  Governors 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

V.  — The  Governors  shall  appoint  a  Committee  to  whom  they  shall 
entrust  the  management  of  the  Hospital  for  the  ensuing  year. 
The  President,  Treasurer  and  Honorary  Secretary',  shall  be  ex-officio 
Members  of  the  Committee.  The  Governors  shall  have  power  to  fill 
any  vacancies  occurring  in  their  number  or  in  that  of  their  Committee. 
At  all  meetings  of  the  Committee  three  shall  form  a  quorum. 

VI.  — All  Subscriptions  shall  be  due  in  advance  on  the 
ist  January  in  each  year.  The  Hon.  Secretary  shall  print 

AND  FORWARD  TO  EACH  SUBSCRIBER  AND  DONOR  A  STATEMENT  OF 

the  Annual  Receipts  and  Expenditure. 

VII.  — All  admissions  shall  be  subject  in  Surgical  cases  to  the 
approval  of  the  Surgeons,  and  in  Medical  cases  to  that  of  the  Physicians. 
In  all  cases,  if  the  patient  so  desires,  he  may  be  attended  by  his  regular 
Medical  Attendant,  if  he  be  on  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital. 

VIII.  — Patients  shall  pay  a  weekly  contribution  towards  the  expenses 
of  their  maintenance  proportionate  to  their  means,  the  amount  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Governors  or  their  Committee.  Employees  who  are 
regular  subscribers  of  not  less  than  one  penny  a  week  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  rebate  of  25  per  cent.  Members  of  the  Ledbury  District  Workers’ 
Contributory  Scheme  and  their  bona-fide  dependents  shall  be  admitted 
for  Hospital  Treatment  free  of  charge. 
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IX.  When  a  patient  has  been  in  the  Hospital  two  months  the 
Managing  Committee  may  call  upon  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff 
to  hold  a  consultation  on  the  case  and  report  thereon  to  the  Managing- 
Committee.  6  6 

X-~Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing,  shall  be  provided  by 
the  Hospital.  Patients  shall  not  receive  food  or  drink  without  the 
sanction  of  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance  on  the  case. 

XI. — Patients  of  all  religious  denominations  maybe  attended  by  their 
respect^e  ministers  at  such  times  as  shall  be  convenient  to  the  Medical 
Officers  and  the  Matron. 

XII. — The  term  “Subscriber”  in  these  rules  shall  include  the 
Honorary  Officers  of  the  Hospital  and  Representatives  of  Companies 
and  Employees  that  shall  subscribe  annually,  and  the  term  “Donor” 
shall  include  the  Incumbent  or  Minister  of  any  Church  or  Chapel  from 
which  a  collection  shall  be  received. 

XIII. — The  Governors  shall  meet  once  a  quarter  and  five  shall  be  a 
*  Quorum.  At  each  meeting  the  Hon.  Sec.  shall  present  the  minute  book 

of  the  Committee  of  Management  for  the  previous  three  months. 

XIV.  — Notice  of  any  proposed  alteration  in  the  Rules  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Hon.  Secretary  before  January  istinany  one  year,  and  a  copy  of 
the  proposed  alterations  shall  be  sent  by  him  or  her  to  each  Subscriber 
or  Donor  at  least  14  days  before  the  Annual  General  Meeting.
